NO  SLACKS 


Those  who  are  enforcing  this 
standard  claim  that  they  “are 
following  BYU  Dress  Standards 
which  . . . have  outlined  in  the 
“strength  of  Youth’’  published  by 
The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints.” 

I should  like  to  know  the  “chap- 
ter and  verse”  to  which  they  are 
referring.  My  copy  of  that  book- 
let (pp  3-4,  2nd  ed.)  says  the 
following: 

“It  is  difficult  to  make  an  over- 
all statement  concerning  modesty 
standards  of  dress,  because  mod- 
esty cannot  be  determined  by 
inches  or  fit  since  that  which 
•looks  modest  on  one  person  may 
not  be  so  on  another.”  (Could 
that  be  true  ^ also  of  different 
times  and  places?)  "When  . . . 
participating  in  active  sports, 
girls  or  women  may  appropriately 
wear  slacks."  The  booklet  stres- 
ses modesty  and  appropriateness. 
For  those  who  have  observed  the 
typical  skirt  bowl  it  is  not  diffi- 
cult to  believe  that  slacks,  etc., 
are  both  more  appropriate  and 
more  modest. 

As  for  the  statement:  “As  far 
as  I’m  concerned,  a girl  dressed 
in  a skirt  can  do  carpentry  work 
just  as  easily  as  a girl  with 
slacks  on”;  how  . . . can  one  get? 
Not  to  mention  the  cost  of  buy- 
ing new  skirts  to  replace  those 
ruined. 

Perhaps  it  is  time  to  teach  each 
of  us  to  become  responsible  for 
himself— for  his  own  acts,  his  own 
thoughts,  his  own  soul,  his  own 
salvation— rather  than  use  “the 
church”  as  a stick  to  force  out- 
ward compliance  to  someone’s 
personal  interpretation,  or  as  a 
shield  behind  which  to  hide  his 
view. 


It  is  such  a difficult  thing  to 
follow  the  Lord’s  example  of  valu- 
ing freedom  above  con{)rmity— 
freedom  which  is  se  essiental  to 
individual  growth  and  the  accep- 
tance of  responsibility  for  self. 

If  the  student  body  has  mis- 
understood, perhaps  openness  and 
honesiy  of  intentions  and  reason- 
ing would  help  us  become  more 
willing  to  follow  such  policies 
without  a police  force.

(Editor’s  Note:  This  Is  the  third  of  a three  part  series  on  the  honor  code.) 

That  an  Honor  Ck)de  is  an  ideal  for  lx>th  students  and 


professors  is  not  the  question  facing  most  universities  to- 
day, but  rather,  how  to  make  the  code  “work.”  No  matter 
how  perfect  a code  is  or  how  it  is  administered  the  respons- 
ibility of  making  the  code  “work”  lies  with  the  individual. 
As  the  student  feels  his  responsibility  to  the  code,  infrac- 
tions will  decrease  in  direct  proportion  to  the  growth  of 
responsibility. 

B.Y.U.  has  a working  Honor  Code,  but  it  will  continue 
to  work  only  as  long  as  the  individual  allows  it  to.  The  pro- 
cess for  immediate  control  of  classroom  cheating  is  the  tap- 
ping of  a pencil  by  the  person  observing  a case  of  cheating. 
Immediately  following  the  examination  the  person  observ- 
ing cheating  should  confi'ont  the  suspected  violator.  Then 
together  the  two  students  should  go  to  the  professor  and 
explain  what  has  happened.  The  professor  -and  students 
will  confer  on  what  is  to  be  done  but  the  ultimate  decision 
is  the  responsibility  of  the  faculty  member.  The  main  pui’- 
pose  of  the  Honor  Concil  is  to  help  the  students  know  the 
principles  of  the  Honor  Code  and  help  them  accept  responsi- 
bility for  its  functioning.  However,  in  the  event  of  uncertain- 
ty the  professor  and/or  the  student  may  come  to  the  Honor 
Council  for  mediation  or  consultation. 

The  Honor  Code  is  an  invitation  to  honesty  and  whole- 
someness but  the  individual  must  concentrate  on  this  high 
goal.  For  honesty  is  not  achieved  by  mere  abstinence  but 
by  helping  others  to  abstain.

Dear  Editor: 

“A  patient  who  finds  his  dis- 
order daily  growing  worse,  and 
that  an  efficacious  remedy  can 
no  longer  be  delayed  without  ex- 
treme danger,  after  cooly  revolv- 
ing his  situation  and  the  charac- 
tes  of  different  physicians,  selects 
and  calls  in  such  of  them  as  he 
judges  most  capable  of  adminis- 
trating relief,  and  best  entitled 
to  his  confidence.  The  physicians 
-attend;  the  case  of  the  patient  is 
carefully  examined;  a consulta- 
tion is  held;  they  are  unanimous- 
ly agreed  that  the  symptoms  are 
critical,  but  that  the  case,  with 
proper  and  imely  relief,  so  far 
from  being  desperate  that  it  may 
be  made  to  issue  in  an  improve- 
ment of  his  constitution.  They  are 
equally  unanimous  in  prescribing 
the  remedy  by  which  this  happy 
effect  is  to  be  produced.  The 
prescription  is  no  sooner  made 
known,  however,,  that  a number 
of  persons  interpose,  and,  with- 
out denying  the  reality  or  the 
danger  of  the  disorder,  assure 
the  patient  that  the  prescription 
will  be  poison  to  his  constitution, 
and  forbid  him,  under,  pain  of 
certain  death,  to  make  use  of  it. 
Might  not  the  patient  reasonably 
demand,  before  he  ventured  to 
follow  this  advice,  that  the  au- 
thors of  it  should  at  least  agree 
among  themselves  on  some  other 
remedy  to  be  subistitued?  And  if 
he  found  them  differing  as  much 
from  one  another  as  from  his  first 
counselors,  would  he  not  act  pru- 
dently in  trying  the  experiment 
unanimously  recommended  by  the 
latter,  rather  than  be  hearkening 
to  those  who  could  neither  deny 
the  necessity  of  a speedy  remedy, 
nor  agree  in  proposing  one? 
(James  Madison,  Federalist  Pa- 
per No.  38)” 

I submit  a modest  proposal  that 
those  so  adament  in  condemning 
the  principle  of  student  govern- 
ment organize  themselves  into  a 
body  lobbying  before  the  Assemb- 
ly, the  administration  and  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  this  universi- 
ty for  the  elimination  of  its  prac- 
tice and  for  'the  substitution  of 
acceptable  means  of  effecting  its 
intended  function.

Maddox  is  “right  out  of  the  Stone 
Age,”  urged  the  Georgia  Legisla- 
ture to  pick  Rep.  Howard  (Bo) 
Calloway,  a Republican,  in  the  still 
undecided  Georgia  (jovernor’s  race 
and  “send  Maddox  back  to  sellii^ 
hot  dogs.” 

In  his  speedi  later  to  the  GOP 
women,  (ioldwater  predicted  the 
next  two  years  would  be  the  most 
interesting  in  politics  in  the  past 
century. 

“Either  there  has  to  be  a change 
in  the  direction  on  the  Democratic 
party,  or  we’ll  see  the  obliteration 
of  that  party,”  he  said.

In  the  first  British  reaction  to  the 
African  bid.  Minister  of  State  Lord 
Caradon  expressed  readiness  to 
“enter  into  urgent  consultations  at 
once”  to  proudce  an  oil  formula 
“in  acceptable  terms.”  It  was 
clear  that  Britain  considers  the 
present  African  proposal  unaccept- 
able. 

Caradon  also  indicated  most  of 
the  other  African  proposals  were 


not  to  British  liking.  They  “raise 
new  and  difficult  issues,”  he  said 
and  urged  the  council  to  approve 
the  original  British  proposals 
“without  delay.” 

He  restated  the  position  that 
from  the  British  point  of  view  what 
Foreign  Secretary  George  Brown 
asked  for  last  week  would  be  ‘ef- 
fective and  urgOTt.” 

FAILED  TO  WORK 

Chief  S.  0.  Adebo  of  Nigeria  dis- 
agreed. He  called  the  British  pro- 
posals another  example  of  a “step 
by  step”  tactic  which  had  failed 
to  work  in  more  than  one  year  of 
the  Rhodesian  rebellion.

When  Eda  Udo,  foreign  student 
from  Nigeria,  walks  across  cam- 
pus with  a stack  of  books  balanced 
neatly  on  her  head,  weary  students 
shift  a load  of  books  from  one  tired 
arm  to  the  other  and  eye  her  en- 
viously. 

Those  who  stop  and  get  to  know 
her,  find  a surprisingly  sensitive 
and  charming  young  lady. 

“But  it  wasn’t  always  like  that,” 
Miss  Udo  says,  speaking  with  a 
soft,  slightly  British  accent.  “Last 
year  I was  very  shy,  and  when 
people  tried  to  talk  to  me  they 
were  met  with  tears.  Now  I have 
more  confidence  and  I like  to  talk 
to  people.” 

HOMESICK,  TOO 

Miss  Udo  has  seven  brothers  and 
sisters  and  admits  to  being  lonely 
for  them,  “especially  this  time  of 
year.  In  Eket,  where  I live,  Christ-

Miss  Udo  has  seven  roommates 
whom  she  has  grown  to  love.  “I 
know  they  love  me  too  and  that 
makes  me  happy.  We  take  turns 
in  cooking  and  sometimes  I fix 
Nigerian  food  for  them.  One  of  my 
roommates  took  me  to  Malad,  Ida- 
ho, for  Thanksgiving  and  they

Miss  Udo  is  going  to  stay  on 
campus  for  Christmas  and  pick  up 
a few  credits  over  the  holidays.

mas  is  quite  different  from  here. 
We  have  a long  and  beautiful  ser- 
vice on  the  25th  and  the  festivities 
last  for  a week.” 

Miss  Udo  has  been  a member  of 
the  Church  for  two  years.  She 
learned  about  the  Mormons  from 
their  leader.  “I  don’t  know  where 
he  heard  about  it,  but  he  came  and 
talked  to  us.  We  believed  his  words 
and  joined  the  Church.” 

“No  one  can  be  a Mormon  and 
not  hear  about  BYU,”  Miss  Udo 
says.  “The  only  reason  I came 
here  was  to  learn  more  about  the 
Church.” 

Her  father  was  very  worried  for 
her  when  she  first  left  home,  for 
many  students  had  gone  away  to 
other  schools,  and  when  they  came 
back,  “they  were  not  the  same— 
they  were  so  corrupted.”
